—The royal family of Belgium were 
expected to visit Paris during the first 
weeks of this month. From that city 
they will go to Berlin to be present at the 
marriage of the Count of Flanders. 

—The Dayton (Ohio) Fmpire of the 
Isth instant, reports a case in one of the 
public schools of that city most revolting 
to humanity, wherein a female teacher 
punished a little fellow until he fainted, 
striking him about fifty-one blows on 
the band. And thatis said not to be the 
first instance of brutality by the same 
teacher. 

the recent trial of twenty-inch 
guns at Fort Hamijtop, New York har- 
bor, a range of four miles was attained 
with projectiles weighing 1080 pounds. 

--A ship canal is projected from Cal- 
veston bay to Houston, Texas. The 
citizens of Galveston sneer at the huge 
project, but the projectors of the enter- 
prise seem in earnest.
